| wanted to first say thank you for the use of the COP Conference Room for 
my swearing in yesterday as well as taking time out of your day to take a 
photo with me. My family was incredibly appreciative to get to share in that 
moment with me, and it added a little bit of normalcy to an incredibly off- 
kilter year. 


On to the masks. | am continuing forward with the million mask project 
with Mr. Penn. At your request, the updated designs were socialized and 
feedback on them was requested. Mr. Booker and Chief Tingirides were 
kind enough to facilitate this process and shared the attached design sheet 
with various community contacts. 


There was nothing but positive feedback for the childrenA¢A€A™s designs. 
With respect to the adult designs, there were two minor notes: 


1. Some respondents thought that a single, dark color would look more 
professional on the officers. 

2. There was a consistent desire to ensure there were enough gray 
masks on hand so that the blue design did not create problems in 
segments of the city where certain colors are still closely tied to gangs. 


With respect to the first note, | think it is still important to respect the 
intention of the project and utilize more uplifting colors. Personnel who 
wish to wear dark masks have a number of reusable cloth options that have 
been provided by the Department and various other organizations. The 
Department is still distributing both white and light blue disposable masks 
for those personnel who prefer them; | think the proposed mask designs will 
still look as professional as those currently available options. 


| spoke with Mr. Booker about the second point, and it was his suggestion 
that we make the order for the individually wrapped adult masks for the 
public a 75% gray/25% blue split to ensure we have more than enough gray 
on hand. | will also be asking Mr. Penn to verify that the gray used is 
neutral in appearance once it is printed onto the mask as | recognize that 
the color on the design sheet looks a little militaristic.

Commissioner Soboroff has let me know that we will be getting that masks 
in phases, with the first phase being an allotment of 250,000 masks. If we 
are good to move forward with the current designs, | think we can use this 
process of getting the masks in phases to continue to solicit feedback about 
how to best proportion the amount of each color that we order. It may 
ultimately be a matter of sending exclusively gray masks to specific 
divisions if that is what the community members there feel most 
comfortable using.
